SUBJECT: Non-DIS Intelligence Training and Education for Military Officers 

and DoD Civilians 

1. The following information is furnished in confirmation and clarifi- 
cation of our conversation of yesterday and today* 

2. The DIS currently is attempting to identify and compile data on 

non- technical intelligence courses and courses with intelligence related 

subjects taught to military officers and DoD civilians by the joint 
educational facilities, the various Service schools and colleges, and 
schools conducted by other government agencies. This compilation, 
which is concerned with general intelligence courses and subjects, 
rather than technical intelligence specialities , should provide the 
basis for an analysis and comparison of subject matter content with DIS 
material to identify gaps in DIS instruction and eliminate duplication. 

3. The first phase of this compilation, which is confined to JCS and 
Service training and educational facilities, is almost complete. I am 
now attempting to obtain similar data on formal training programs pre- 
sented by CIA, NSA and State, to be added as annexes to the military 
portion of the study. 

4. To this end, I would appreciate any information that can be made 
available on CIA training courses with general intelligence subject 
matter, including purpose, length, scope, course curricula, size of 
classes, and student criteria. I think that your career development courses 
would be of particular interest insofar as the purpose of this compila- 
tion is concerned. I am not interested in operational or technical 
training programs.
